W a s h i n g t o n , Oct. 7.—At the war in­ 
vestigating commission’s sessions Gen­ 
eral H. V. Bovnton concluded his testi­ 
mony and General Fitzhugh Lee was 
heard. General Boynton dwelt upon 
the causes of disease at Camp Thomas, 
charging the increase towards the close 
of the camp to the lack of sufficient 
are on the part of the regimental and 
brigade commanders in covering the 
sinks.

MUST HAVE AID SOON. 


Alban* W orse Off N«>w Than D uring tha

N e w Y o r k , Oct. 7 .—The members of 
the Cuban junta here are much con­ 
cerned about the stories of suffering 
from luck of food received by them from 
the On bun army. 
Letters have come 
which state that the condition of the 
army and of the rural population in 
Cuba is now* worse than even during 
the continuance of the war. 
Following is an extract from a letter 
received ny Horatio S. Rubens, counsel 
to the junta here: 
“Nobody can form an adequate idea 
of the horrors of our position. Famine 
causes more deaths in our ranks than 
have heretofore the bullets of the en­ 
emy. if within a month we do not re­ 
ceive much food more than one-third of 
the Cuban army and of the rural popu­ 
lation will cease to exist, and even a 
month may be too late.” 
To lay before the president the ad­ 
vices of this nature received here and 
to urge if possible tne speedy insistence 
by the American peace commissioners 
at Havana of the discontinuance of the 
excessive Spanish duties on food im­ 
portations is said to be the chief reason 
for the visit of the delegate, Thomas 
Estrada Palma, to Washington.

Little sleep is taken by the ma­ 
jority of the citizens. 
Since the uprising of the Bear Island 
Indians the indians at the Leech Lake 
agency have been quiet, but w’ord has 
arrived from the agency that the In­ 
dians have broken out and the author­ 
ities have no control over them aud fear 
there will bo more bloodshed. 
W a l k e r , Minn., Get. 7.—Sounds of 
conflict have come from Bear island all 
day, but people here are still in ignor­ 
ance of th*1 real situation on the battle­ 
ground, where General Bacon and his 
men had their desperate encounter with 
the Pillager Indians. No direct word 
has been received from any man who 
participated in the first battle. 
An effort was made to secure intelli­ 
gence from Bear island, bat it failed. 
The dispatch boat Flora sailed close to 
shore and signaled for an hour, but no 
answering signal was returned.

General Lee had no complaint to 
make in regard to supplies. 
In June, 
while the expeditions were being gotten 
off, there was some delay, but this was 
natural, aud since then supplies of all 
kinds had come with regularity and 
abundance. 
“There have, of oourse,” he said, 
“ been some complaints. Soldiers are 
like scoolboys; they sometimes com­ 
plain even when there is no occasion 
for complaint.” He thought the army 
ration was abundant and in the main 
well suited to a campaign in a tropical 
climate. 
During the course of the questioning 
it developed that General Lee had been 
notified that lie would be expected to 
move his corps to Cuba in the vicinity 
of Havana about the 1st of November 
and that he considered his troops prop- 
< rh* equipped for the campaign. 
He 
was counting upon lauding in a friendly 
country, as ho had received direct infor­ 
mation that the American troops would 
be welcomed, not only by the Cubans. 
but by the Spaniards as well. 
The 
health of his troops had been good, only 
about 2 per cent being sick. 
Governor Beaver read a letter com­ 
plaining of the situation in the Jackson­ 
ville camp. 
This letter said the camp 
was filthy, the bread molded, the doc­ 
tors generally drunk, etc. 
“Is that from my command?” Gen­ 
eral Lee asked iii evident surprise. 
When informed that it was he said that 
he was astonished and asked for the 
name of the author. 
He said in this 
connection tnat occasional complaints 
had come to him, which he examined, 
and in every case found them to be un­ 
founded. 
“ T hen/’ said Governor Beaver, after 
some farther questioning, “you con­ 
sider yourself in go^^ condition in 
every way to start in w R expedition to 
Cuba?” 
“I do,” replied General Lee. “Touch 
a button} aud we are prepared even to 
go to Madrid. ” 
Some of the regimental surgeons he 
knew were not as competent as they 
they should be. The surgeons of higher 
rank were all competent men. 
He ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the site of the 
camp at Jacksonville was well selected.

“I was sent to Cuba to collect infor­ 
mation on financial and economic sub­ 
jects in order that the president would 
have access to such material iii time to 
consider their bearing before preparing 
his message to congress. I have been 
given every opportunity to collect such 
information. 
We have examined over 
150 persons and have been able to col­ 
lect considerable material which will 
have a direct bearing on tariff ques­ 
tions, The result of these investiga­ 
tions will be put in shape in the course 
of the coming three weeks and will be 
ready for the use of the president and 
the departments.” 
Mr. Porter said in reference to pres­ 
ent conditions in Cuba: 
“ At the present time I am in favor of 
admitting cattle into Cuba free. The 
present condition of the country people 
is very distressing. The rainy season 
is almost over, aud it is imperative that 
the clops for the present year be planted 
at once or else they will be put off for 
some time. 
To work the fields the peo­ 
ple need cattle, which are very scarce. 
Take Matanzas for instance, where 
th ey had 200,090 head, according to the 
census of 18aJ. 
Now there is less than 
5,000 head in that province.

They are reported to be well 
armed aud going north at a rapid rate. 
Two hunters came in from the woods 
aud reported a band of 15 or 20 Indians 
going north, aud it is supposed that 
they arc an advance guard of the Mille 
Lac Indians or a part of their soonts. 
The men were not close enough to them 
to say whether they were painted or 
not, but know they were armed. 
The inhabitants at Walker, Lothrop 
and Hachensack, Minn., are terrified 
beyond measure aud are armed as far 
as arms ami ammunition are procura­ 
ble. 
Little sleep is taken by the ma­ 
jority of the citizens. 
Since the uprising of the Bear Island 
Indians the indians at the Leech Lake 
agency have been ((met, but word has 
arrived from the agency that the In­ 
dians have broken out and the author­ 
ities have no control over them and fear 
there will bo more bloodshed. 
W alk tnt, Mina., Oct. 7.—Sounds of 
conflict have come from Bear island all 
day, but people here are still in ignor­ 
ance of the real situation on the battle­ 
ground, where General Bacon and his 
men had their desperate encounter with 
the Pillager indians. 
No direct word 
has been received from any man who 
participated in tho first battle. 
An effort was made to secure intelli­ 
gence from Bear island, bat it failed. 
The dispatch boat Flora sailed close to 
shore aud signaled for an hoar, bnt no 
answering signal was returned. 
To 
land was an impossibility. 
The condition of Bacon’s men, even if 
they are safe from annihilation, mast 
be deplorable. They are illy supplied 
with overcoats and blankets. Tents 
they have none. Their food supplies 
were snort when they landed and they 
were in no shape to stand a long siege. 
C a s s L a k e , Minp., Oct. 7.—All the 
people here who have arms are sleeping 
on their guns and it is a pitifully sin%u 
proportion of the population. Men be­ 
gan coming in with .reports of seeing 
Indians in parties of five to 12, all armed 
and looked as if they were looking for 
trouble.

The people of Naples and the peas­ 
ants living in the hills within the shad­ 
ow of Mount Vesuvius have recently 
been passing some very anxious days 
and nights on account of the eruptive 
state of the volcano. “ The gods are an­ 
gry !” “ Vesuvius is in a state of erup­ 
tion I” cry the tourists, and they flock 
to Naples to get a glimpse of one of the 
world’s grandest spectacles. Vesuvius 
has had many eruptions since the one 
which wiped out of existence the cities 
of Pompeii and Herculaneum, but they 
have been comparatively of recent date. 
For several centuries there were no dis­ 
turbances. The natives forgot that a 
volcano existed. Vesuvius to them was 
little more than a tradition. Once more 
the vines covered the crater, and the 
sides of the hills were covered with 
vineyards. 
But on Dec. 16, 1631, the 
volcano burst forth suddenly and unex­ 
pectedly. It continued until February, 
1632. There was a tremendous flow of 
lava, mingled with water, resulting 
from the melting of the snow and mud. 
Torre Annunziata, Torre del Greco, Re­ 
sina and Portia were almost wholly de­ 
stroyed, and it is estimated that 18,000 
persons lost their lives. There was an­ 
other eruption in 1660, but only ashes 
and steam, which formed mud torrents, 
came forth. 
One of the very grand eruptions oc­ 
curred in 1779. Huge stones were pro­ 
jected several thousand feet into the air 
in a cloud of white vapor, with large 
masses of molten rock. Huge streams 
of lava poured down the mountain side, 
carrying death and destruction. Vesu 
vins was quiet for a few years, but in 
1794 it burst forth again. Torre del 
Greoo was again destroyed by lava, 
which flowed down in a fiery stream 
nearly a quarter of a mile wide at its 
base and 15 feet thick. 
The outbreak whioh began in Octo­ 
ber, 1822, lasted nearly a month, rup­ 
turing the top of the cone and making 
a crater three miles in circumference 
and 1,000 feet deep. From that time 
Vesuvius has never been wholly quiet. 
In 1858 there was another eruption, 
when lava poured from the crater. But 
it was slow moving, progressing only a 
few inches a day. The eruption of 1861 
was violent for seven hours, and Torre 
del Greco was overwhelmed for the 
third time. The intense cold, which 
rapidly cooled the lava, was of immense 
advantage in protecting property. 
In November, 1867, there was an 
eruption which continued until June, 
1868. The one of 1872 was very violent, 
two streams pouring down on either 
side of the observatory. The streets of 
Naples, eight miles distant, were cov­ 
ered inches deep with the sooty dust 
from the volcanic smoke. The flow of 
lava was tbree-fiftha of a mile wide. 
Sinoe then there have been numerous 
disturbances, but none of a particularly 
disastrous nature. 
Notwithstanding many works which 
have been published bearing upon the 
subject the exact origin of these vol­ 
canic phenomena is still shrouded in 
considerable doubt. According to one 
authority, it is highly probable that they 
are intimately connected with the wa­ 
ter of the sea, near which all the prin­ 
cipal volcanoes are situated. There is 
reason to believe that the enormous 
clouds of steam generated during erup­ 
tions are due to some temporary com­ 
munication of the water with the burn­ 
ing liquids of the interior of the earth, 
and that the premonitory earthquakes 
are occasioned by the vapors and gases 
as they expand and endeavor to find an 
outlet 
The redhot fluids expelled from the 
volcano by means of these vapors are 
termed lava. When, however, they are 
broken by the vapors into fragments, 
the largest of these are known aslapilli, 
while the minute portions form volcanic 
sand or ashes. 
When freed from the 
pressure of the lava, the vapors rise to 
a height of about 10,000 feet, in form 
somewhat resembling a pine, carrying 
dense masses of lapilli and ashes along 
with them. They are then condensed in 
the air and, descending, give rise to the 
formidable streams of mud whioh 
proved especially destructive to Hercu­ 
laneum. Vesuvius has of late been ac 
tive in the manner described, although 
to a very limited extent, emitting va­ 
pors and stones with a roar resembling 
that of distant artillery. Its effects, 
however, are at present confined to the 
formation of the cone in the orator. 
More serious eruptions are a coom pa 
D ied by lo u d subterranean noises, earth­ 
quakes and flashes of lightning. The 
temperature of the lava as it descends 
occasionally exceeds 2,000 degrees F. 
The volume of the streams, as well as 
their velocity, depends on a variety of 
external circumstances. The surface of 
I the lava ultimately becomes disinte­ 
grated into black sand. 
The smoke 
which ascends from the crater is more 
or less dark in color, according to the 
quantity of ashes mingled with it. The 
appearance of tire at night is not flames, 
but the reflection of the molten lava in 
the interior of the crater on the rinug 
clouds of vapor ami ashes. 
I 
The present spectacle is said to be 
1 full of grandeur. 
At night the faiut. 


palpitating glow tuat normally marks 
the great crater is now exchanged for 
a vivid tongue of light, colored at times 
almost like a rainbow, illuminating the 
heavens and reflected with exquisite 
effect in the waters of the bay. These 
manifestations are accompanied by deep 
rumblings and thunderous subterranean 
sxplosions, followed by great outpour­ 
ings of lava and ashes. Small wonder 
that the tourists should wish to get a 
glimpse of so imposing a spectacle, es­ 
pecially in view of the tragic history of 
this the most celebrated of the world’s 
350 active volcanoes.—New York Her­ 
ald.

He said the boys generally 
had a good time in the pottery and 
amused themselves by singing, dancing 
and kicking, and on the night in ques­ 
tion a pitcher of beer had been passed 
around, whioh was bought by a collec­ 
tion the boys had taken. Later witness 
testified that Mike Hnghes and Dick 
Robinson got the beer. 
No erose exam­ 
ination. 
Micheal Hnghes, a minor, on whose 
account the oase was commenced, said 
he was there with the rest of the "gang” 
and drank some whisky from a one-half 
pint bottle given him by Tullis. He said 
he was 17 years old and had been drink­ 
ing occasionally for about six months, 
and also said he coaid tell where he got 
his liqnor at different times bot he 
didn’t care to do it at present as he did 
not like the idea of giving anyone away. 
William Phillips, 19 years old, didn’t 
^recoiled; anything that had happened 
that night, as it was too long ago. 
He 
began to think, and then gave the 
names of the crowd, and that a collec­ 
tion of 30 cents was what purchased the 
beer. It tasted like beer was the reason 
%e thought it was. He a ls o said Tullis was 
in the room at the time, but did not give 
any liquor to any one that he knew of. 
He said that he had been drinking off 
and on for the past six or seven months, 
and when asked where he got the liquor 
said it was at home, as his father got it 
in a pitcher and whenever he wanted 
some he went and got it. 
Dick Robinson said that he and Mike 
Hnghes went after the beer, and when 
they reached Broska’s shop in Second 
street they asked a stranger to get it 
filled for them. 
They got 30 cents’ 
worth, and after they returned to the 
pottery they passed it around. Witness 
left the plant at 9 o’clock that night. 
Charles Hughes, the prosecuting wit­ 
ness, said he worked at Lyth's Sewer 
Pipe works, and was not at the pottery 
on Sept. 3. He got his information 
from John McOloskey, and on that 
night was at McOloskey’s house. 
Webster Tullis. the defendant, gave 
an excellent account of what was done 
*hat night, and when asked if he gave 
<any whiskey to the boys said: 
"No sir, but .I chipped in IO cents 
and the boys got the beer. I drank of it 
and went about my business.” 
That ended the case, and after Colonel 
Hill had talked for a time the mayor 
'dismissed the case for the lack of evi­ 
dence. The costs, amounting to about 
f IO, will be paid by Hughes who filed 
the charge. 
Colonel Hill, before the crowd left the 
room, said: 
"I trust and hope this experience will 
be a profitable one to everyone here, aud 
that the line on liquor drinking may be 
drawn here and now. 
Never touch a 
drop of liquor again.”

The people of Naples and the peas­ 
ants living iii the hills within tho shad­ 
ow of Mount Vesuvius have recently 
been passing some very anxious days 
and nights on account of the eruptive 
state of the volcano. ‘‘The gods are an­ 
gry I” ‘‘Vesuvius is in a state of erup­ 
tion!” cry the tourists, and they flock 
to Naples to get a glimpse of one of the 
world’s grainiest spectacles. 
Vesuvius 
has had many eruptions since the one 
which wiped out of existence the cities 
of Pompeii and Herculaneum, but they 
have been comparatively of recent date. 
For severed centuries there were no dis­ 
turbances. The natives forgot that a 
volcano existed. Vesuvius to them was 
little more than a tradition. Once more 
the vines covered the crater, and the 
sides of the hills were covered with 
vineyards. 
Bot on Dec. 16, 1631, the 
volcano burst forth suddenly and unex­ 
pectedly. It continued until February, 
1632. There was a tremendous flow of 
lava, mingled with water, resulting 
from the melting of the snow and mud. 
Torre Annnnziata, Torre del Greco, Re­ 
sina and Portia were almost wholly de­ 
stroyed, and it is estimated that 18,000 
persons lost their lives. There was an­ 
other eruption in 1660, but only ashes 
and steam, which formed mud torrents, 
came forth. 
One of the very grand eruptions oc­ 
curred in 1779. Huge stones were pro­ 
jected several thousand feet into the air 
in a cloud of white vapor, with large 
masses of molten rock. Huge streams 
of lava poured down the mountain side, 
carrying death and destruction. Vega 
vias was quiet for a few years, but in 
1794 it burst forth again. Torre del 
Greco was again destroyed by lava, 
which flowed down in a fiery stream 
nearly a quarter of a mile wide at its 
base and 15 feet thick. 
The outbreak whioh began in Octo­ 
ber, 1822, lasted nearly a month, rap­ 
turing the top of the cone and making 
a crater three miles in circumference 
and 1,000 feet deep. From that time 
Vesuvius has never been wholly quiet 
In 1858 there was another eruption, 
when lava poured from the crater. But 
it was slow moving, progressing only a 
few inches a day. The eruption of 1861 
was violent for seven hours, and Torre 
del Greco was overwhelmed for the 
third time. The intense odd, which 
rapidly cooled the lava, was of immense 
advantage in protecting property. 
In November, 1867, there was an 
eruption which continued until June, 
1868. The one of 1872 was very violent, 
two streams pouring down on either 
side of the observatory. The streets of 
Naples, eight miles distant, were cov­ 
ered inches deep with the sooty dust 
from the volcanio smoke. The flow of 
lava was three-fifths of a mile wide. 
Since then there have been numerous 
disturbances, but none of a particularly 
disastrous nature. 
Notwithstanding many works which 
have been published bearing upon the 
subject the exact origin of these vol­ 
canio phenomena is still shrouded in 
considerable doubt. According to one 
authority, it is highly probable that they 
are intimately connected with the wa­ 
ter of the sea, near which all the prin­ 
cipal volcanoes are situated. There is 
reason to believe that the enormous 
clouds of steam generated daring erup­ 
tions are due to some temporary com­ 
munication of the water with the burn­ 
ing liquids of the interior of the earth, 
and that the premonitory earthquakes 
are occasioned by the vapors and gases 
as they expand and endeavor to find an 
outlet 
The redhot fluids expelled from the 
voloano by means of these vapors are 
termed lava. When, however, they are 
broken by the vapors into fragments, 
the largest of these are known aslapilli, 
while the minute portions form volcanic 
sand or ashes. When freed from the 
pressure of the lava, the vapors rise to 
a height of about 10,000 feet, in form 
somewhat resembling a pine, carrying 
dense masses of lapilli and ashes along 
with them. They are then condensed in 
the air and, descending, give rise to the 
formidable streams of mud which 
proved especially destructive to Hercu­ 
laneum. Vesuvius has of late been ac­ 
tive in the manner described, although 
to a very limited extent, emitting va­ 
pors and stones with a roar resembling 
that of distant artillery. Its effects,' 
however, are at present confined to the 
formation of the cone in the crater. 
More serious eruptions are accompa­ 
nied by loud subterranean noises, earth­ 
quakes and flashes of lightning. The 
temperature of the lava as it descends 
occasionally exceeds 2,000 degrees F. 
The volume of the streams, as well as 
their velocity, depends on a variety of 
external circumstances. The surface of 
the lava ultimately becomes disinte­ 
grated into black sand. 
The smoke 
which ascends from the crater is more 
or less dark in color, according to the j 
quantity of ashes mingled with it. The 
appearance of tire at night is not flames, 1 
but the reflection of the molten lava iii 
the interior of the crater on the rising 
clouds of vapor and ashes. 
The present spectacle is said to be 
full of grandeur. 
At night the faint. 


palpitating glow tnat normally manes 
the great crater is now exchanged for 
a vivid tongue of light, colored at times 
almost like a rainbow, illuminating the 
heavens and reflected with exquisite 
effect in the waters of the bay. These 
manifestations are accompanied by deep 
rumblings and thunderous subterranean 
3xplosionH, followed by great outpour­ 
ings of lava aud ashes. Small wonder 
that the tourists should wish to get a 
glimpse of so im posing a spectacle, es­ 
pecially in view of the tragic history of 
ibis tfie most celebrated of the tvorld’s 
350 active volcanoes.—New York Her­ 
ald.

It a t F o r t M yer. 
In a letter to the Chicago Record 
from Washington Correspondent. Curtis 
says: In one of the wards at Fort Myer 
hospital Dr. Woodbridge of Youngs­ 
town, O., is using his peculiar treat­ 
ment for typhoid fever, which for sev­ 
eral years has been the subject of con­ 
troversy among physicians. 
Dr. Wood­ 
bridge bas been called a crank, like ev­ 
ery other discoverer and advocate of in­ 
novations, aud his treatment is not gen­ 
erally accepted by the profession, even 
at Fort Meyer, where it has been tried 
for several weeks. 
It is what they call 
the antiseptic treatm ent—that is, Dr. 
Woodbridge gives antiseptics internal­ 
ly. He cleans out the bowels of the pa­ 
tient first and then keeps them clean 
with antiseptic solutions, killing the 
bacilli inside the body. 
Dr. Woodbridge has been allowed the 
greatest freedom in administering his 
treatment. 
No other surgeon interferes 
in his ward and he has been remarkably 
successful. Out of 58 typhoid patients 
he has lost 4. The other surgeons at the 
hospital decline to discuss the methods 
of their colleague, although they do not 
approve of them. 
They will probably 
make reports on the subject to medical 
journals, but w ill not talk on the sub 
ject in a gaily newspaper. 
When I 
asked one of the surgeons as to the suc­ 
cess of the Woodbridge treatment, he 
replied, “ Nobody but Dr. Woodbridge 
ever found a specific for typhoid fever, 
and if we had confidence in it it would 
be generally adopted."

Dr. W ood­ 
bridge has been called a crank, like ev­ 
ery other discoverer and advocate of in ­ 
novations, and his treatm ent is not gen­ 
erally accepted by tho profession, even 
at Fort Moyer, where it has been tried 
for several weeks. 
It is w hat they call 
tho antiseptic treatm ent—that is, Dr. 
W oodbridge gives antiseptics internal­ 
ly. He cleans out the bowels of the pa­ 
tient first and then keeps them clean 
w ith antiseptic solutions, killing the 
bacilli inside the body. 
Dr. W oodbridge has been allowed the 
greatest freedom in adm inistering his 
treatm ent. 
No other surgeon interferes 
in his ward and he has been remarkably 
successful. 
Out of 58 typhoid patients 
he has lost 4. The other surgeons at the 
hospital decline to discuss the methods 
of their colleague, although they do not 
approve of them. 
They w ill probably 
make reports on the subject to medical 
journals, but w ill not talk on the sub­ 
ject in a daily newspaper. 
When I 
asked one of the surgeons as to the suc­ 
cess of the Woodbridge treatm ent, he 
replied, “ Nobody but Dr. Woodbridge 
ever found a specific for typhoid fever, 
and if we had confidence in it it would 
be generally adopted. ’’

The case of the state of Ohio against 
Webster Tullis, charged by Charles D. 
Hughes with giving liquor to his son, 
was tried before Mayor Bough yester* 
day afternoon at city hall. 
It lasted ex­ 
actly one hour. 
There were only a few 
people present, but they were interested 
in the case. 
Mayor Bough read the charge to 
Tullis, and after swearing the witnesses 
Colonel Hill, as counsel for the defense, 
asked that they be separated. 
This be­ 
ing done, John McOloskey. the first wit­ 
ness for the state, was called. 
He stated he was in the kiln shed on 
the night of Sept. 3, and saw a pitcher, 
in which, he supposed, there had been 
beer. 
Webb, Phillips and Hughes were 
the boys who were also there. 
He went 
there for the purpose of getting some 
money which was owed him, and could 
not state positively who got the beer, 
provided there had been any in the 
pitcher. No cross examination. 
David Green testified that he was in 
the kiln shed, but would not swear 
whether Tallis 
furnished whisky to 
Hughes. 
He said the boys generally 
had a good time in the pottery and 
amused themselves by singing, dancing 
and kicking, and on the night in ques­ 
tion a pitcher of beer had been passed 
around, which was bought by a collec­ 
tion the boys had taken. 
Later witness 
testified that Mike Hughes and Dick 
Robinson got the beer. 
No cross exam­ 
ination. 
Micheal Hughes, a minor, on whose 
account the case was commenced, said 
he was there with the rest of the “gang” 
and drank some whisky from a one-half 
pint bottle given him by Tullis. He said 
he was 17 years old and had been drink­ 
ing occasionally for about six months, 
and also said he could tell where he got 
his liquor at different times but he 
didn’t care to do it at present as he did 
juot like the idea of giving anyone away. 
William Phillips, 19 years old, didn’t 
recollect anything that had happened 
that night, as it was too long ago. 
He 
began to think, and then gave the 
names of the crowd, and that a collec­ 
tion of 30 cents was what purchased the 
beer. 
It tasted like beer was the reason 
thought it was. He also said Tullis was 
in the room at the time, but did not give 
any liquor to any one that he knew of. 
He said that he had been drinking off 
and on for the past six or seven months, 
and when asked where he got the liquor 
said it was at home, as his father got it 
in a pitcher and whenever he wanted 
come he went and got it. 
Dick Robinson said that he and Mike 
Hughes went after the beer, and when 
they reached Broska’s shop in Second 
street they asked a stranger to get it 
filled for them. 
They got 30 cents’ 
worth, and after they returned to the 
pottery they passed it around. 
Witness 
left the plant at 9 o'clock that night. 
Charles Hughes, the prosecuting w it­ 
ness, said he worked at Lyth’s Sewer 
Pipe works, and was not at the pottery 
on Sept. 3. 
He got his information 
from John McOloskey, and on that 
night was at McOloskey's house. 
Webster Tullis. the defendant, gave 
an excellent account of what was doue 
th a t night, and when asked if he gave 
-any whiskey to the boys said : 
“No sir, but I chipped in IO cents 
and the boys got the beer. I drank of it 
and went about my business.” 
That ended the case, aud after Colonel 
Hill had talked for a time the mayor 
'dismissed the case for the lack of evi­ 
dence. The costs, amounting to about 
HO. will be paid by Hughes who filed 
the charge. 
Colonel Hill, before the crowd left the 
room, said: 
“ I trust and hope this experience will 
be a profitable one to everyone here, aud 
that the line on liquor drinking may be 
drawn here aud uow. 
Never touch a 
drop of liquor again.”

The people of Naples and the peas­ 
ants living in the hills within the shad­ 
ow of Mount Vesuvius have recently 
been passing some very anxious days 
and nights on account of the eruptive 
state of the volcano. ‘‘The gods are an­ 
gry !” “ Vesuvius is in a state of erup­ 
tion!” cry the tourists, and they flock 
to Naples to get a glimpse of one of the 
world’s grandest spectacles. 
Vesuvius 
has had many eruptions since the one 
which wiped out of existence the cities 
of Pompeii and Herculaneum, but they 
have been comparatively of recent date. 
For sever**! centuries there were no dis­ 
turbances. 
The natives forgot that a 
volcano existed. Vesuvius to them was 
little more than a tradition. Once more 
the vines covered the crater, and the 
sides of the hills were covered with 
vineyards. 
But on Dec. 16, 1631, the 
volcano burst forth suddenly and unex­ 
pectedly. It continued until February, 
1632. 
There was a tremendous flow of 
lava, mingled with water, resulting 
from the melting of the snow and mud. 
Torre Annunziata, Torre del Greco, Re­ 
sina and Portia were almost wholly de­ 
stroyed, and it is estimated that 18,000 
persons lost their lives. There was an­ 
other eruption in 1660, but only ashes 
and steam, which formed mod torrents, 
came forth. 
One of the very grand eruptions oc­ 
curred in 1779. Huge stones were pro­ 
jected several thousand feet into the air 
in a cloud of white vapor, with large 
masses of molten rock. 
Huge streams 
of lava poured down the mountain side, 
carrying death and destruction. 
Vesa 
vins was quiet for a few years, but in 
1794 it burst forth again. 
Torre del 
Greco was again destroyed by lava, 
which flowed down in a fiery stream 
nearly a quarter of a mile wide at its 
base and 15 feet thick. 
The outbreak which began in Octo­ 
ber, 1822, lasted nearly a month, rap­ 
turing the top of the cone and making 
a crater three miles in circumference 
and 1,000 feet deep. 
From that time 
Vesuvius has never been wholly quiet. 
In 1858 there was another eruption, 
when lava poured from the crater. But 
it was slow moving, progressing only a 
few inches a day. The eruption of 1861 
was violent for seven hours, and Torre 
del Greco was overwhelmed for the 
third time. 
The intense oold, which 
rapidly cooled the lava, was of immense 
advantage in protecting property. 
In November, 1867, there was an 
eruption which continued until June, 
1868. The one of 1872 was very violent, 
two streams pouring down on either 
side of the observatory. 
The streets of 
Naples, eight miles distant, were cov­ 
ered inches deep with the sooty dust 
from the volcanic smoko. The flow of 
lava was three-fifths of a mile wide. 
Since then there have been numerous 
disturbances, hut none of a particularly 
disastrous nature. 
Notwithstanding many works which 
have been published bearing upon the 
subject the exact origin of these vol­ 
canic phenomena is still shrouded in 
considerable doubt. 
According to one 
authority, it is highly probable that they 
are intimately connected with the wa­ 
ter of the sea, near which all the prin­ 
cipal volcanoes are situated. There is 
reason to believe that the enormous 
clouds of steam generated during erup­ 
tions are due to some temporary com­ 
munication of the water with the burn­ 
ing liquids of the interior of the earth, 
and that the premonitory earthquakes 
are occasioned by the vapors and gases 
as they expand and endeavor to find an 
outlet. 
The red hot fluids expelled from the 
volcano by means of these vapors are 
termed lava. When, however, they are 
brokeu by the vapors into fragments, 
the largest of these are known as lapilli, 
while the minute portions form volcanic 
sand or ashes. 
Wheu freed from the 
pressure of the lava, the vapors rise to 
a height of about 10,000 feet, in form 
somewhat resembling a pine, carrying 
dense masses of lapilli and ashes along 
with them. They are then condensed in 
the air and, descending, give rise to the 
formidable 
streams of 
mud 
which 
proved especially destructive to Hercu­ 
laneum. 
Vesuvius has of late been ac­ 
tive in the manner described, although 
to a very limited extent, emittiug va­ 
pors and stones with a roar resembling 
that of distant artillery. Its effects,' 
however, are at present confined to the 
formation of the cone in the crater. 
More serious eruptions are accompa­ 
nied by loud subterranean noises, earth­ 
quakes aud flashes of lightning. The 
temperature of the lava as it descends 
occasionally exceeds 2,000 degrees F. 
The volume of the streams, as well as 
their velocity, depends on a variety of 
external circumstances. 
The surface of 
the lava ultim ately becomes disinte­ 
grated into black sand. 
The smoke 
which ascends from the crater is more 
or less dark in color, according to the 
quantity of ashes mingled with it. The 
appearance of fire at night is not flames, 
but tim reflection cf the molten lava in 
the interior of the crater on the rising 
clouds of vapor and ashes. 
The present spectacle is said to be 
full of grandeur. 
At night the faint. 


palpitating glow tnat normally marks 
the great crater is now exchanged for 
a vivid tongue of light, colored at times 
almost like a rainbow, illuminating the 
heavens and reflected w ith exquisite 
effect in the waters of the bay. 
These 
manifestations are accompanied by deep 
rumblings and thunderous subterranean 
3xplosions, followed by great outpour­ 
ings of lava aud ashes. Small wonder 
that the tourists sh o u ld wish to get a 
glimpse of so imposing a spectacle, es­ 
pecially in view of the tragic history of 
lh is tfle most celeb rated of the world’s 
350 active volcanoes.—New York Her­ 
ald.

NEW TYPHOID CURE. 


A 'Youngstown* P h ysician Is d r y in g 
It ut Fort My r r. 
I 
In a letter to the Chicago Record 
from W ashington Correspondent C urtis 
Kays: In one of the wards at F ort Myer 
hospital Dr. W oodbridge of Youngs­ 
town, CX, is using his peculiar tre a t­ 
ment for typhoid fever, which for sev­ 
eral years has been the su bject of con­ 
troversy among physicians. 
Dr- W ood­ 
bridge has been called a crank, like ev­ 
ery other discoverer and advocate of in ­ 
novations, and his treatm ent is not gen­ 
erally accepted by the profession, even 
at Fort Meyer, where it has been tried 
for several weeks. 
It is w hat they call 
the antiseptic treatm ent—that is, Dr. 
W oodbridge gives antiseptics internal­ 
ly. He cleans out the bowels of the pa­ 
tient first and then keeps them clean 
w ith antiseptic solutions, killing the 
bacilli inside the body. 
Dr. W oodbridge has been allowed the 
greatest freedom in adm inistering his 
treatm ent. 
No other surgeon interferes 
in his ward and he has been rcimarkably 
successful. 
Out of 58 typhoid patients 
he has lost 4. The other surgeons at the 
hospital decline to discuss the methods 
of their colleague, although they do not 
approve of them. 
They w ill probably 
make reports on the subject to medical 
journals, but w ill not talk on the sub­ 
ject in a daily newspaper. 
W hen I 
asked one of the surgeons as to the suc­ 
cess of the W oodbridge treatm ent, he 
replied, “ Nobody but Dr. W oodbridge 
ever found a specific for typhoid fever, 
aud if we had confidence in it it would 
be generally adopted. ”
